The grcataftt meeting er«r convened with- 


in any buikltog in Milwaukee, waa held, last 
evening, at Gardiner's Hall, in response to 
Ibe call of the friends of Land Limitation. 
Though the rain poured from S> o'clock in the 
afternoon, till the "small hours," and tbe night 
was dark and the mud abundant, yet the 
great Hall ws* crowded, above and below, to 
ill utmost capacity, and many went away un- 
able to gain admittance. During the day hints 
•were thrown out, by the enemies of Land Re- 
form, that there would be a muss, and eviden- 
ces were not wanting in the earlier part of the 
meeting of a disposition to make disturbance, 
ob the part of some half-grown and full-grown 
boys— some of whom have long been in busi- 
ness in this city. But these manifestations 
were promptly met and repressed by the good 
sense of the meeting. The Resolutions were 
put and carried without discussion, and though 
all tbe opponents cf the Bill screamed no, 
some of them prolonging and others repeating 
that little numofiyllable to multiply the nega- 
tires as much as possible, yet the Resolutions 
were adopted by a great majority. And at 
the close of the discussion, when the vote was 
taken on sending these Resolutions to our 
Representatives at Madison, «» the voice of 
the meeting, a solitary No was the only dis- 
sent to the ailiruiativo shout of the vast multi- 
tude 


The Resolutions adopted are plain and ex- 


plicit, and aflirm only what legitimately be- 
longs to the subject of Land Reform. 


Mr. Van Amiinge, called to tho stand du- 


ring the abw'Bce of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, made a very able speech, in which he 
explained the pi maples of Land Reform, and 
the i\iN of Land Monopoly, and showed that 
it was in vain to hope for an amelioration of 
the condition of the working classes, without 
tho adoption of tho principle of Land Limi- 
tation. 


Mr. IVm<! reviewed, with much force and 


effect, the arguments of the speakers opposed 
to Land Keiurm, und brushed aside their ob- 
jections with a skilful hand. He reviewed 
the objections adduced by the Ex-and-In-At- 
torney General* — both of whom are Land 
Speculators, and gave judgment in their own 
iavor — and nhowcd that they had no weight. 


Though laboring under severe indisposition, 


at thu urgent call of the meeting, we ventured 
to say a low things, which, it gives us pleasure 
to acknowledge, wcro very kindly received. 


Mr. Fratnny, one of the Editors of the 


Volksfround, made a speech in German, and 
though we were not familiar enough with the 
language to understand the points he made, 
vet from the cheers of his auditors, and the 
report of the Secretary, Mr. Paine, who is a 
pood German scholar, we arc sure ho did am- 
pin justice to the subject. 


A Urge number of Germans and Irishmen 


wero prcwnt, who showed by their earnest 
countenance, and their hearty responses, 
that if the Land Monopolists count on them 
to forge fetters for themselves, and entail the 
curse of Land Monopoly on their children, 
they reckon without their host 


Considering the unparalled efforts which 


have boon made by the large property hold- 
ers in this city, to prejudice the public against 
the Land Limitation Bill, by getting signers 
to a slandt rous call and circulating it in all 
the stores and business places, and by the 
holding of two public meetings to denounce, 
in the most unmeasured and abusive terms, 
tbe advocaUw of this Bill, th,e overwhelming 
demonstration of popular enthusiasm, last 
evening, in favor of the Bill, was the most 
gUrioua trmmph of the right, it has ever been 
oar pleasure to witness in Wisconsin. 
The 


iwue has been fairly made ill this city be- 
tween Land Monopolists, Capitalists, Conser- 
vative* and Politicians on the one hand, and 
tbe People on the other, and tbe People have 
triumphed. The People know their strength, 
and will use it wisely but firmly. They have 
enlisted AT the campaign, and will never put 
off their armor till victory is inscribed on the 
banners of Land Reform. 


«A CLASSIC EDUCATION."

We said, ia a former number, that the at- 


mosphere and tendencies of colleges are Aris- 
tocratic. How can they be otherwise, found- 
ed, a§ they are, on aristocratic models, and 
transported from the old world with compara- 
tively slight modifications? And how can 
their graduates, generally, know much of the 
actual world around them, or sympathise with 
its toiling millions ? The destined collegian 
is set apart for greatness at twelve years old, 
or earlier,— ia sent to the Academy at firar- 
teenj—his companions Virgil, Cicero, Sallust, 
Livy, and their devotees,—his subjects of stu- 
dy, gods, goddesses, and heroes, and nearly 
all of them polluted with tbe worst crimes.— 
At sixteen he enters college, and during his 
four years tutelage, he bears much of the dig- 
nity of letters, and little of the dignity of la- 
bor,—a great deal about honoring the profes- 
sions of law, medicine, divinity and politics, 
and nothing about honoring the profession of 
manual labor, as a mechanic or agricultural- 
ist. ' He associates with others enjoying the 
same instructions, and imbibing a similar spir- 
it, and when be has run his curriculum, and 
leaves college, or the Jaw, medicine, or divini- 
ty school, be is thoroughly impressed with a 
sense of his own superiority, and looks down 
with sovereign contempt upon work, and 
workers. He is above the mass, not of them, 
and when he speaks to them he meets with no 
hearty response. Or, as the Blade truly says, 
" the people don't think his services worth 
paying for." And we don't. 


When learning shall be allied to labor, and 


the University shall embrace an Agricultural 
School, Practical Farming and the Mechanic 
Arts, as part of its teachings, and thus render 
learning useful, and labor honorable, the man 
of letters will be a man of the people, and 
when he speaks they will hearken us to the 
voice of one of their own prophets.

come of the School Fund. 


The People of the State of Wisconsin repres- 


ented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as 
follows: 
Section 1. The words " income of the state 


fund for tbe support of common schools," used 
in section one chapter twenty of the Revised 
Statutes, shall be so construed as to mean such 
portion of the income as shall have been ac- 
tually paid into the State Treasury up to the* 
first day of February in each year shall be "in- 
come" to be distributed under the provisions 
of said chapter twenty. 


Section 2. Such portion of the income of 


the school as shall be due on or before the 
lant of January in any year, but which owing 
to admissible causes, shall not have been paid 
into the State Treasury until after said date, 
shall be added to the income for the suc- 
ceeding year, and apportioned with it in the 
next apportionment of the school monies by 
the state Supetintendent.

CAPITAL PUNISHMJS^T. 
The Detroit 


Tribune answers the arguments of the Sentinel 
that the remission of the Death Penalty, in 
Michigan, has been promo|ive of crime, and 
that^the people of that State are for restoring 
the old law, by'a referencf to the statistics of 
crime for the last six years, it says: 


" The year previous to the adoption of the 


new code (1846) the average number of con- 
victs in our State Prison was 125, whilef with 
the binglo exception of 1848, although {ha 
the number of our inhabitants increased at the 
rapid rate 17,000 a year, it has never reached 
higher than 121; and during tbe last y^ar tbe 
average number of which, is less than the 
aggregate average of the whole seven years 
that the prison has been in operation, there 
wero but fifty committals, or a proportion of 
only one to 7,940 inhabitants; a proportion 
which, wo venture to say, is not excelled by 
any State West of Lake Erie. So much for 
the improving effects of a humane code upon 
crime generally j and if upon general crimes, 
ot course upon particular crimes, including 
the sin of mqrder, which will be found no ex- 
ception, as thVAttorpey General's report for 
the year ending Nov. 30, 1850, shows. 


During that time, our State, with a popu- 


lation of 397,000, hnd but three indictments 
for murder, and not one conviction ; the jury 
not being able to :igree in two instances, nnd 
other case being one of confirmed insanity. 
Notwithstnnding the hue and cry now agitat- 
ing our publ'u- in respect to the "experiment," 
where is the State boasting an equal popula- 
tion which cnn claim so perfect an exemption 
from the worst of crimes during the game space 
of time? We challenge an answer. Violence 
familiarizes the popular mipd wiih the bbed- 
ding of blood. Infuse mildness into human 
morals, and primitive safety and prelection
